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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of the restriction requirement in the reply filed on 10 
June 2004 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the subject matter of all 
pending claims is sufficiently related that a search for the subject matter of any one group of 
claims would encompass a search for the subject matter of the remaining claims. This is not 
found persuasive as searching through thousands of patents for two patentably distinct 
inventions, and the ensuing patentability determination for both inventions, presents a serious 
burden on the examiner. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 8-1 1 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b), as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 10 June 
2004. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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4. Claims 2 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

According to the specification, see page 4 last line, "the power control includes both a 
braking control performed on the steered tire wheels FWR, FWL in order to brake the vehicle, 
and a drive control performed on the wheels. . ." (emphasis added). Claims 2 and 3 recite that the 
amount of power control is only one of the above. It is suggested that "is" in line 1 of each claim 
be changed to -includes—. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

In claim 4 line 4 "the wheel steering amount" lacks proper antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 4 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under 
35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. Claims 1, 5-7 are allowed. 
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Conclusion 



9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited references disclose power steering systems including a steering speed gain.
